nection we will say that there will 
be a disbursement of a certain per- 
centage of money that was retained, 
to equalize the Italian sale, but this 
cannot be done until all the ware- 
houses settle up with the association, 
and that a very large sum of money 
is now due from Mr. Ladd's firm to 
the association. I will say that in 
connection with the firm of B. F. 
Gill & Company, that there was a 
certain sum of money due the asso- 
ciation from them which Mr. Walker 
told our auditor he positively would 
not pay. I requested our treasurer, 
Mr. George Snadon, to go there with 
the auditor and demand the money, 
collect it, or institute proceedings 
for its collection, and that something 
like $1,600 was immediately forth- 
coming." 

He concludes with this straight 
talk: 

"So far as I know not a single one 
of the warehouses at Clarksvil 
failed to charge us fcr storage after 
the 1st of November, but most of 
them charged us 25 cents per month 
additional, while B. F. Gill & Co., 
charged $1.50 for six months stor- 
age, where only two months were 
used. 

As to Kendrick & Runyon, it was 
told to me that while Kendrick & 
Runyon were pretending to be 
friendly to the association, were 
smiling, shaking hands, soliciting 
business from the members of the 
association, that, under some of 
their account sales, was written. "It 
was a shame, that your tobacco was 
sold at this price, we could have 
done better for you.

The Planters' Association must 
contend for its contract in toto, noth- 
ing more or nothing less will please 
them, and, as I have stated before, 
we are upon amicable terms with 
every other warehouse in the dis- 
trict. . 

That this is a thrust at Clarksville, 
as has been intimated, is too absurd 
to warrant a moment's considera- 
tion. 

This association has played nc 
favorites, all have been treated ex- 
actly alike; and if Clarksville expects 
that measure of consideration and 
patronage which others will doubt- 
less enjoy, our association must 
know its attitude positively without 
another moment's delay. 

Some warehousemen of Clarksville 
as early as last October advanced 
money through prizing, houses to 
planters presumably for the purpose 
of so involving and complicating the 
planter that the warehouse people 
could control the sale of the tobacco 
without any regard to the pi ante 
pledge to the association. 

The association is prepared to 
meet the emergency by legal steps 
and will guarantee that the parties 
who have so feloniously undertaken 
this work will not get 50 per cent, of 
the tobacco for storage which they 
received last year. 

If it is a war to the knife and the 
knife to the hilt, the planters would 
easily make their attitude known.

I J. D. tftardy was a member of the 
, fifty 'fifth Congress. 

Doctor may not altogether 
f- relish our giving away a "state 
but in justice to him we 
1 must air somewhat a little informa- 
I tion that is in our possession as to 
I how the committee failed to recom- 
[ mend an appropriation of $30,000 for 
building for Hopkinsville, which, 
\ .a 1 01 ik with several other recommend- 
ations for a like purpose, had been 
[referred to the proper committee. 

As our readers all know Dr. Clardy 
t was untiring in his efforts while a 
rinember of Congress in working for 
[the interests of his* constituency. His 
I work in trying to secure a modifica- 
I tion of the law relating to the f arm- 
iers' ta* on tobacco, even at this day 
t has borne fruit, for which he has the 
I lasting gratitude of every tobacco 
I producer. Though out of politics 
I forever. Dr. Clardy takes a deep in- 
I terest in public affaire and is always 
[ up with events calculated to affect 



(sometimes called a custom houae)»t 

thla place, and then stated that if we 
had a commercial club such a build- 
ing might be secured through its ef- 
forts. But we had no club and the 
subject was shelved in the memory 
of our most public spirited citizens. 
We were satisfied that calling atten- 
tion to a matter of such importance 
would sooner or later demand the 
attention to and serious considera- 
tion to which it was entitled, that 
the apirit of progress would certain- 
ly take it up and act on it. 

When the revived commercial club 
began to show signs of life and act 
ivity we were sure that the necessity 
for a public building would be one 
of the first things to be considered. 
Along with the march of events and 
the growth of the city and the al- 
most daily suggestion of new enter- 
prises, nothing less might be expect- 
ed than the club would make a move 
in this direction. 

It is evident that the club "means 
business" and has started out on the 
right lines. A formal petition, al- 
ready largely signed by our people, 
will be presented to Congress by 
Representative Stanley asking for 
an appropriation of $100,000 for the 
erection of a Government building 
here. Mr. Stanley will undoubtedly 
do all he can in the premises and 
other Kentuckians in Congress are 
him in securing 
the appropriation. Mr. Stanley 
owes this county and city something, 
and it is presumed that he is ready 
to in this way discharge his obliga- 
tion with his characteristic frratitude 
and energy. 

"There's many a slip twixt the 
ip and the lip," and it was only a 
slip that knocked Hopkinsville out 
of a Government building towards 
the close of the 55th Congress. The 
committee on public buildings had 
nearly gotten through with its list 
of places furnished it by the House, 
and in five minutes Hopkinsville 
would have been on the places nam- 
ed for a $30,000 structure. But the 



and a few other places had been 
recommended, in some wav fell and 
sustained rather serious injury. The 
committee, as we have said, were 
almost through, and palavered for 
awhile as to what they should do 
under the circumstances, when the 
chairman of the committee proposed 
that the recommendations be closed, 
which was done, and Hopkinsville 
lost her public building literally "by 
accident." 

We are not on to all, that the 
zephyrs are whispering and are not 
inclined to attach undue credence to 
the various rumors that are floating 
about town, but when we hear that 
a party has secured an option 
one of the moat valuable corners on 
Main street, the thought strikes us 
that "something big" is about to 
take place, and maybe a Government 
building site is already coveted by 
some one who knows more than we 
do. 

We hope he does— i' he doesn't he 
is not very wise. However, our 
people all see the need of a public 
building, and we are inclined to be- 
lieve that the time has at least come 
.. hen it may be secured. Here's to 
the commercial club, Mr. Stanley 
and any other Representative in 
congress who will stand by us. All 
honor to Dr. Clardy, who started 
the ball a rollin'. May he soon see 
the completion of the work he under- 
took and lost only by accident.
